PROF, TAUSSIG'S PLAN, 


Discussed Taxation of Securitics at 
Newb rry Hall. 


Prof. F. W. Taussig, the eminent po- 
litical economist of Harvard University, 
lectured to a crowded house in New- 
berry hall last evening, under the aus- 
pices of the Good Government Club, on 
the subject of ‘‘Taxation of Securities.” 
In his opening he laid down the general 
proposition that the first step in reform 
is the total exemption of securities from 
the ordinary forms of taxation. Under 
the present system of levying on securi- 
ties, the result is to make the tax from 
40 to 60 per cent of the net income, thus 
encouraging widespread attempts at 
tax dodging. In the second place an 
agreement must be made by states 
whereby the taxation of corporations 
doing business in one state under arti- 
cles issued in another, may be adjusted 
to a just basis. As a substitute for a 
tax on securities, Prof. Taussig advo- 
cates an income tax levied by the fed- 
eral government and an inheritance tax 
levied by states.

JALMOST FOUGH 


Attorneys Whitman and Leh- 
man Had Hot Words. 


Whitman Called Lehman a D—n Liar, 
and Lehman Called Whitman a 
Much Worse Name—All Over ‘That 
Red Hot Furnace” Case. 


“You’re a d—n liar,” shouted Hon. 
Charles R. Whitman this afternoon in 
Justice Duffy’s court during the pro- 
gress of the replevin case of Whitman 
vs. Hare. He was seated at one side 
of a table and directly in front of His 
Honor. Across the table and in the 
midst of his argument was «z.ttorney M. 
J. Lehman. Mr. Whitman’s remarks 
were directed to Mr. Lehman, who rep- 
resented Mr. Hare. 

“You’re a d—n liar,” he said. “You 
have said three or four times now that 
I have had property for which I have 
not paid, and I’ve a good notion to slap 
your face.” Mr.. Whitman’s eyes 
snapped ferociously. 

“And you are a dirty, lousy 
—,” retorted Mr. Lehman, bending 
over the table and shaking his fist in 
Mr. Whitman’s face. “And any time 
you want to slap my face you can bring 
on your whole tribe of Whitnians and 
try it on.” Mr. Whitman did not move 
from his seat. 

All the while Justice Duffy was rap- 
ping for order, but Mr. Lehman con- 
tinued more calmly with his argument. 
When he had finished, Justice Duffy, 
who was boiling over with indignation 
at what had occurred in his court, said: 

“Gentlemen, how much do you think- 
I ought to fine you for what has been 
done here?” - 

“I acted in self-defense,’ said Mr. 
Lehman. “When a man calls me a 
d—n liar, I have a right to defend mmy- 
self.” 

Mr. Whitman was silent. 

“You are both older than I am,” con- 
tinued Mr. Duffy, “and I do not think 
that it is right to come in here and en- 
act a scene like this bkefere a man so 
much younger. However, we will let it 
drop and say nothing more about it.’’ 

The way His Honor staried out it 
looked as if he meant to impose a fine 
for cantempt of court, and the attorneys 
came as near to it as they ever will and 
at the same time escape a punishmeni. 

The causus belli was the ceiebrated 
“red-hot furnace’’ suit which has been 
noticed in the papers heretofore. 

Mr. Whitman had contracted with 
Sheldon. & Otto, of Detroit for the erec- 
tion of one of hig new horses here. 
Sheldon & Otto made a contract with 
Mr. Hare, of Detroit, to put ine furnace 
into the house, agreeing.to pay cash for 
the same. According to Mr. Whitman, 
Sheldon & Otto had drawn within $245 
of the contract price before the furnace 
was put in and the house was not com- 
pleted. He then refused to pay any 
more until the work was caught up with 
what had already been paid. Mr. Hare 
went to Sheldon & Otto for money, but 
they informed him that Mr. Whitman 
refused to give them any more and they 
gave him a written order to take the 
furnace out of the house. This hap- 
pened Nov. 12 last. Three days later, 
Mr. Hare, his foreman and an assistant 
came out here from Detroit, weil up to 
the house and 
while it was still hot and removed it 
to the depot, intending to ship it back 
to Detroit. MR Whitman was in De- 
troit at the time, but his son, who was 
in the city, informed him by telephone

and a replevin recovered possession of. 


the property before the train left for 
Detroit. 


The trial of the case came off today. 
Mr. Whitman contended that the fur- 
nace when it was attached to tne house 
became a part of the realty and belong- 
ed to him, and that nobody had a right 
to go on there and drag it cut without 
authority from him. Further, that Mr. 
Hare should look solely to Sheldon & 
Otto for his pay for the furnace, as he 
had no dealings or contrazt with Mr. 
Hare. He said that he had been beset 
by scoundrels and thieves who had 
sought to rob him, and for his distress, 
annoyance, insult, etc., he wanted $100 
damages in addition to the title to the 
furnace. 

Mr. Lehman afgued that this was like 
a thief running up street and yelling 
“Stop Thief’’ in order to detract atten- 
tion from himself, and those in the 
court room could see that the feelings. 
between the two attorneys were warm- 
ing up hotter than the furnace in ques- 
tion ever was. Mr. Lehman continued 
that the house belonged to Sheldon & 
Otto until it was completed and if there 
was any part of it that was not being 
done satisfactory they could oarder it 
torn out and replaced, and that they

BABY'S PHYSICAL CULTURE. 


Chis Is the Latest Fad for the Distrac: 
tion of Mothers. 

Physica] culture for the babies is the 
verv latest thing with the up-to-date 
mothers of society, says the New York 
Herald. Of course, it must be inferred 
from this that children in arms are 
being instructed in the use of horizon- 
tal bars. Nor has the hoxing master 
quite supplanted the nursery maid. In- 
dian clubs and dumbbells have not al- 
together eclipsed the time-honored rat- 
tle and tooth ring, and yet it looks 
as though things were shaping them- 
selves in that direction. In Carnegie 
Hall, that picturesque abiding place of 


eccentric bachelor maids with artistic | 


tendencies, and lone women who man- 
age to keep the wolf away from the 
brown-stone portals in many curious 
ways, is the “studio” of Mrs. Jennie 
Conell. Mrs. Conell is an instructor in 
physical culture for children, and her 
services are much in demand among 
the mothers of the rich. She numbers 
among her infantile pupils the children 
of some of New York’s first families, 
and I gathered from a conversation I 
had with her the other day that her 
profession is rather a lucrative one. 
She teaches grown persons, too, but 
they are not nearly such interesting 
pupils as the little tots. Mrs. Conell 
told me that children could not begin 
too young to understand the underly- 
ing principles of physical culture. Her 


youngest pupil is now a boy of 6 and. 


he has been under her tuition for two 
years. On the other hand, some of her 
pupils are women of 50, and one is 65. 
“In very young children,” said Mrs. 
Conell, ‘‘the first thing is to teach the 
proper poise of the body. They should 
learn how to hold themselves how to 
stand upon their feet correctly. Breath- 
ing comes next, and that ig not so easy. 
The child should be carefully instruct- 
ed to breathe through the nose. Then 
comes the building up of the body. 
This may be accomplished by a course 
in calisthenics, always being careful to 
study the child’s endurance, so as not 
to overtax its strength. The Delsarte 
system and the old system of physical 


eulture advanced by Dr. Dio Lewis are | 


also employed by me. When the chil- 
dren become more advanced I take up 
the clubs and other mild forms of de- 
veloping the muscles, and for the boys 
I instruct in fencing, using round sticks 
in place of foils, as a matter of precau- 
tion against possible injury. . 

“In calisthenics, or any other form 
of exercise where both sides of the 
body are employed, I try to use the 
left more than the right. I do this to 
try and equalize the natural develop- 
ment, for most persons are more great- 
ly developed on the right side of the 
body than on the left. It seems to me 
it would be a good thing if we could 
teach children to be ambidextrous. By 
being able to use both hands wifh 
equal facility, as in piano playing, we 


wouldn’t be such lop-sided creatures.” | 


Mrs. Gonell is thinking of organizing 
classes for children. As yet she has 
confined herself to private instruction, 
visiting the homes of her patrons.

Roman Canals in Britain. 

The first canais in Britain were con- 

| structed by the Romans, Of these the 
most remarkable are the Caer Dyke 

and Foss Dyke cuts in Lincolnshire, 

which are by general consent admit- 

ted to have been of Roman origin. 

| The former extends from Petersbor- 
ough to the River Whitham, near the 

City of Lincoln, a distance of about 


forty miles, and the latter from Lin- 


coln to the River Trent, near Torskey, 
a distance of eleven miles. Of the Caer 
Dyke the name only now remains, but 
the Foss Dyke, though of Roman 
origin, still exists, and is the eldest 
British canal. Foss Dyke, according to 
Camden, was deepened and rendered 
more navigable in 1121, by Henry I. 
About 1841 it was widened to the 
minimum breadth of 45 feet and deep- 
ened to the extent of six feet through- 
out, and thus this ancient canal, which 
is quoted by Telford and Nimmo as 
“the oldest artificial canal in Britain,” 
was restored to a state of perfect effi- 

_Ciency, at a cost of forty thousand 
pounds, 


Queer English of Jamaican Negroes.

Recipe from Which an Excellent Quality 
Can Be Made. 


“While examining a large number of 
old manuscripts of an old scribe, some 
twenty-five years ago,” said a well- 
known New York librarian recently to 
a Washington Star man, “I was struck 
with the clearness and legibility of 
the writing, owing, in great measure, 
to the permanent quality of the ink, 


which had not faded in the least, al- 


though many of the manuscripts were 
nearly 200 years old. It was remarked, 
too, that the writer must have been 
celebrated in his day for his cal- 
ligraphy, for I met with a letter or 
two from his correspondents in which 
there was a request for a recipe of the 
ink he used. I found his recipes, 
which I copied, and from one of them, 
dated in 1658, I have during the last 
eighteen years made all the ink I have 
used. The recipe reads as follows: 
Rainwater, 1 gallon; galls, bruised, 1 
pound; green copperas, % pound, gum 
arabic, 10 ounces, 5 drams, 1 scruple. 
Not requiring so large a quantity at a 
time, I reduced the proportions to one- 
eighth, and the recipe stands thus: 
Rainwater, 1 pint; galls, bruised, 1% 


ounces; green copperas, 6 drams; gum 


arabic, 10 drams® The galls must be 
‘coarsely powdered and put into a bot- 
tle with the other ingredients and 
water added. The bottle, when se- 
curely stoppered, should be placed in 
the light (sun if possible). and its con- 
tents occasionally stirred until the gum 
and copperas are dissolved, after 
which it is enough to shake the bottle 
daily, and in the course of a month or 
six weeks the ink will be fit to use. I 
have ventured to add ten drops of car- 
bolic acid to the contents of the bottle, 
as it effectually prevents the forma- 
tion and growth of mold without any 
detriment to the quality of the ink so 
far as I know.” ;

RESTRICTIONS ON TRADES. 
Some Curicus Acts That Were Passed 
in England. 
There are many instances of cu- 
cious acts passed in connection with 


restrictions on trades and professions 


and in some cases an element of hu- 
mor enters into them when judged by 
the standards of today, says the Corn- 
hill Magazine, The want of confidence 
in lawyers, which rightly or wrongly 
is somewhat commonly entértained, is 
at least as old as the times of Hen- 
ry VI., for an act was passed in 1461 
to reduce the number of attorneys in 
the eastern counties. The act shows 
that there were upward of eighty such 
in Norfolk and Suffolk and their num- 
bers were mercilessly reduced to six 
in Norfolk, six in Suffolk and two in 
Norwich. A statute of Henry VII. 
(1489) enacted that no butcher should 
slaughter cattle in any walled town, a 
restriction likewise extended to Cam- 
bridge. As though the gambling of 
the South Sea Bubble period had. cast 
its shadow before, an act of 1697 strove 
to limit the number and restrain the 
ill practices of brokers and stock job- 
bers and after the disasters of that 
time another act in 1734 aimed at pre- 
venting certain “infamous” practices 
of stock-jobbing. <A law not of restric- 
tion but of relief was that of 1712, ex- 
empting apothecaries from filling the 
offices of constable, scavenger and 
other parish duties and from liability 
of being called upon to act on juries. 
A bill that passed into law in 1723 pro- 
vided against journeymen shoemakers 
pawning boots, shoes, leather or other 
materials, and established rules for 
regulating them. The matter of ser- 
vants’ certificates of character is still 
a burning question and an act of 1792 
sought to prevent the fraud of coun- 
terfeiting them. Several laws passed 
in England, and Scotland had empow- 
ered justices of the peace to fix the 
wages and piece work of artificers and 
other workers, and this arbitrary pow- 
er was withdrawn under George ITI. 
(1813). ; 


Origin of Cemeteries. 

In ancient times burials were always 
outside the walls of a city or town. 
Indeed, before the time of Christian- 
ity it was not lawful to bury the dead 
within the limits. About the end of 
the sixth century St. Augustine ob- 
tained of King Ethelbert a temple of 
idols—used by. the king before -his 
conversion—and made a burying place 
of it, and St. Cuthbert afterward ob- 
tained leave of the pope (A. D. 752) 
to have yards made to the churches 
suitable for the burial of the dead. 


Unique Verdicts of Coroners. 

A correspondent sends the London 
Chronicle the following unique cer- 
tificate, given by a Welsh coroner on 
the death of a woman: “Fell into the 
Glamorganshire canal, whereby she 
died, and, being of unsound mind, did 
kill herself.” This is nearly as good 
as the verdict once rendered by an 
old-time Buffalo coroner, who found 
that his “subject” died “from intem- 
perance, chronic asthma and the vis- 
itation of God.” . 


Natural History. 

The slime secreted by ducts along 
the side of a fish keeps the scales fror 
harm, increases the speed of the fish, 
and makes it difficult to hold by its 
enemies. Probably the smell of it is 
also repugnant to other fishes. More- 
over, it protects the fish against the 
attack of a fungus.

Her 
youngest pupil is now a boy of 6 and 
he has been under her tuition for two 
years. On the other hand, some of her 
pupils are women of 50, and one is 65. 
“In very young children,” said Mrs. 
Conell, “the first thing is to teach the 
proper poise of the body. They should 
learn how to hold themselves how to 
stand upon their feet correctly. Breath- 
ing comes next, and that ig not so easy. 
The child should be carefully instruct- 
ed to breathe through the nose. Then 
comes the building up of the body. 
This may be accomplished by a course 
in calisthenics, always being careful to 
study the child’s endurance, so as not 
to overtax its strength. The Delsarte 
system and the old system of physical 
eulture advanced by Dr. Dio Lewis are | 
also employed by me. When the chil- 
dren become more advanced I take up 
the clubs and other mild forms of de-

Roman Canals in Britain. 

The first canais in Britain were con- 
structed by the Romans, Of these the 
most remarkable are the Caer Dyke 
and Foss Dyke cuts in Lincolnshire, 
which are by general consent admit- 
ted to have been of Roman origin. 
The former extends from Petersbor- 
ough to the River Whitham, near the 
City of Lincoln, a distance of about 


forty miles, and the latter from Lin- 


coln to the River Trent, near Torskey, 
a distance of eleven miles. Of the Caer 
Dyke the name only now remains, but 
the Foss Dyke, though of Roman 
origin, still exists, and is the eldest 
British canal. Foss Dyke, according to 
Camden, was deepened and rendered 
more navigable in 1121, by Henry I. 
About 1841 it was widened to the 
minimum breadth of 45 feet and deep- 
ened to the extent of six feet through- 
out, and thus this ancient canal, which 
is quoted by Telford and Nimmo as 


“the oldest artificial canal in Britain,” 


was restored to a state of perfect effi- 


ciency, at a cost of forty thousand 


pounds,

Many Think It Changed Course of Poli- | 


tics in This Country. 

It is said that a single glass of wine 
probably wrecked the Democratic par- 
ty in 1860. The story is worth tell- 
ing, says the Atlanta Constitution. 
After the breaking up of the national] 
Democratic convention at Charleston 
the party in Georgia held a state con- 
vention. Great excitement prevailed. 
The leaders of the party could not 
agree. It was a critical period. 

The majority report indorsed the se- 
ceders or bolters at Charleston, while 
the minority report opposed their ac- 
tion. The leading champion of the 
minority was Herschel V. Johnson and 
his followers were confident that his 
eloquence and logic would carry the 
day. 

It is quite likely that sach would 
have been the case but for an unfor- 
tunate mishap. Ex-Gov, Johnson. be- 
gan his speech before the noon ad- 
journment on the second day and con- 
cluded after dinner. 

Old men: who remember that speech 
say that it was a powerful argument. 
and the impression gained ground 
that after the noon recess the speaker 
would demolish his opponents with a 
few sledge-hammer blows, 

But the overconfident friends of the 
minority report were doomed to dis- 
appointment. Johnson felt the strain 
of the morning session so much that 
he was unable to eat anything, and he 
took a glass of wine upon an empty 
stomach to strengthen himself. This 
was a fatal mistake. That one glass of 
wine perhaps changed the destiny of 
the nation! 

The great orator resumed his speech, 
but the wine had nauseated him. He 
was hazy, verbose and unintelligible at 
times. His style and argument Jacked 
vigor, consistency and positiveness. 
His friends looked at one another in 
despair. The men on the other side 
were exultant. It was evident that the 
speaker had damaged his own case. 

Then Howell Cobb and Henry `R. 
Jackson followed each other for the 
majority report. They spoke with an 
air of expectant triumph and captured 
the convention. 

The majority report was adopted. It 
is unnecessary to follow the history of 
the next few weeks. The national De- 
mocracy was completely disrupted and 
put two tickets in the field. Lincoln 
was elected and the country was 
plunged into a civil war. Had John- 
son succeeded in inducing the Georgia 
convention to adopt his conservative 
ideas, it ig safe to say that other 
southern states would have fallen into 
line with our commonwealth and the 
national Democratic party would have 
remained united. 

This is the story of what a little 
glass of wine did. It ruined a great 
party, caused a disastrous war, and, 
besides the loss of life, cost the south 
over $4,000,000,000. Perhaps this is 
rather speculative, but there are many 
who believed it a generation ago.

“MANY WILL NOT RETURN,” 


so Says Dr. Owen of the Boys of the 
lst miculgan. 


“There will be a good many of those 
boys who will never return from that 
trip to Cuba,” said Dr. Owen yesterday 
in regard to the military junket of the 
3lst to the “Gem of the Antilles.” ‘Why 
the medical authorities are making cal- 
culations that 20 per cent of the regi- 
ment will be sick, and there will be at 
least a fifth of these who wil! not re- 
cover. There is one thing in their fa- 
vor, however, and that is that all pos- 
sible precautions will be taken. The 
regiment will be fully provided with 
provisions, medical supplies, clothing 
and will be accompanied by a large stafi 
of medical men and nurses. The hos- 
pitals will be made models of comfort 
and convenience, and everything pos- 
sible will be done for the invalid. What 
will be my work? Well, I shall be un- 
der Major Martin, the brigade surgeon, 
and will act as his assistant in the 
brigade hospital. My duties will be 
mostly in the line of executive work. 
I anticipate very little professional care. 
When do I look forward to our return? 
Of course I know nothing about it, but 
I have made the remark to friends that 
the sist will celebrate Decoration day 
on their native soil. You will be able to 
judge of my ability as a prophet later.

FROM SAVANNAH. 


A letter written on the eve of the de- 
parture of the 31st from Savannah has 
been received from Everett Wiard, of 
Co. G Among other things he writes: 

“We are about to say good-bye to old 
Savannah. We boarded the transport 
at 8 o'clock last night and about 9 to- 
morrow morning will probably cast off. 
We slept in our hammocks last night 
and the majority of us rested well, al- 
though it was cold and there was a 
great deal of noise going on above deck 
among the loaders. The Chester is a 
fine boat, 486 feet long and draws 29 
feet of water. They have put on as 
much lumber as there is in any lumber 
yard in Ypsilanti and as big a load of 
provisions. Our rations, by the way, 
are to last 90 days. I hardly think we 
will get back before next year, if we do 
then. The trip is going to be a pretty 
hard one. We sleep on one of the lower 
decks in a space two feet wide, and that 
ih for two—one hammock being slung 
above another. We have no way of 
washing except in our cups, and our 
drinking water allowance is one gallon 
per day. Things seem a little uncom- 
fortable now, but we believe that when 
we get fairly to sea there will be a 
change for the better. We are all glad 
to go to Cuba, but will be equally glad 
to get back home.”
